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33 indicted in Johnson County

PAINTSVILLE - Thirty-three people 
were named in 36 indictments returned Thurs- 
day by the Johnson County Grand Jury, includ- 
ing one for first-degree sexual abuse of a child 
as well as others that date back as far as 2010. 
Named in the true bills were: 



• Christopher Jenkins, 33, of Ashland, 
charged with first-degree sexual abuse of a 
child less than 12 years of age. 

According to the indictment on or about 
Dec. 6, 2012 Jenkins allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully subjected a person less than 12 
years old to sexual contact. 

• Steven Tyler Rose, 28, of Flat Gap, 
charged with first-degree possession of a con- 
trolled substance, possession/use drug para- 



phernalia and operating a motor vehicle under 
the influence of alcohol/drugs, first offense 
within five years. 

According to the indictment, on or before 
Sept. 5, Rose was allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully in possession of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance. Oxycodone, a spoon con- 
taining chemical residue and a syringe, and 
was operating a motor vehicle while under the 
influence of alcohol or other substances that 



impair a driver’s ability to operate a motor 
vehicle. 

• Melissa Wagoner, 38, of Paintsville, 
charged with two counts of first-degree 
bailjumping. 

According to the indictment, on or before 
Aug. 16, Wagoner allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully, after having been released from

Teenager 
dies in

LOWMANS VILLE - A Johnson 
County teenager died as a result of a 
car crash at the intersection of Rt. 
645 and Rt. 1690 at Lowmansville 
at approximately 6:10 p.m. Thurs- 
day and two others were flown to 
Cabell Huntington Hospital for 
treatment. 

According to a press release 
issued by the Lawrence County 
Sheriff’s Office, Kaitlyn Jude, 20, of 
Inez, was traveling south on Rt. 
1690, along with passenger Hannah 
Tackett, 15, of Staff ordsville, and 
failed to stop for a stop sign at the 
intersection of Rt. 1690 and Rt. 645. 

While crossing Rt. 645, Jude’s 
vehicle collided with a vehicle being

BSN photo/Lilly Adkins 



Prisoner 

pleads 

guilty

PIKEVILLE — An inmate plead- 
ed guilty Thursday to conspiring to 
smuggle drugs into the federal prison 
in Martin County. 

Levon D. Lee, 35, pleaded guilty 
to a criminal information charging 
him with conspiracy to commit an 
offense against the United States by 
providing heroin to an inmate in the 
United States Penitentiary Big Sandy. 

Lee and fellow USP Big Sandy 
inmate Antoine Boyce along with 
Lashell Irene Epperson were indicted 
in August on charges of conspiracy to 
possess with intent to distribute hero-

rearraigned on drug charges

PIKEVILLE — A former candidate for Johnson 
County sheriff charged with federal drug offenses 
will apparently plead guilty, court documents indi- 
cate. 

A motion filed Friday asked for rearraignment 
for John T. Kline “pursuant to a plea agreement” 
with federal prosecutors. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Edward B . Atkins granted 
the request Monday and scheduled rearrangement 
for Dec. 2, which was the date of Kline’s trial on the 



charges. 

Kline, 42, of West Van Lear, was named in a 
12-count federal indictment in August charging him 
with distribution and possession with intent to dis- 
tribute Oxycodone, Carisoprodol and Alprazolam; 
carrying a firearm during and in relation to drug 
trafficking; and possession of a firearm by an unlaw- 
ful user of marijuana. 

Kline, who indicated in March that he wanted 
run for Johnson County sheriff in 2014, told a con- 
fidential informant that he was one of the county’s

Power last Tuesday filed its request 
for the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (KPSC) to withdraw a 
base rate case it filed in late June to 
recover costs associated with the 
transfer of 50 percent of AEP 
Ohio’s Mitchell Plant near Mounds- 
ville, W.Va.

Webb named top superintendent 



PRESTONSBURG - Floyd 
County Superintendent Dr. Henry 
Webb was named the Kentucky Edu- 
cational Development Cooperation 
(KEDC) 2013 Superintendent of the 
Year in Lexington last Wednesday. 

The award, sponsored by KEDC 
presidential sponsor Insulated Roof- 
ing Contractors, is nominated by 63 
superintendents who make up the 
KEDC Board of Directors. 

Consultant Phil Page had a lot of 
nice things to say about Webb and 
his leadership. 

“It’s often been said leadership is 
more than just a title but how much 
more?” Page said. “Perhaps leader- 
ship is best represented by an indi- 
vidual willing to give everything 
they have to being the face, voice 



and spirit of a worthwhile vision. 
For Floyd County Schools, that per- 
son is Dr. Henry Webb.” 

A lifelong resident of Floyd 
County and product of the school 
system, Webb completed his under- 
graduate work at Morehead State 
University and received a masters 
from the University of Louisville. 
He completed his doctoral program 
through MSU in March. 

Webb has 18 years of service in 
education and has been superinten- 
dent the past six years , during which 
the Floyd County School District has 
seen dramatic growth, educators say. 

GAP/literacy coach Patricia Wat- 
son said she believes Webb is an 
instructional leader who emphasizes 
that everything “rises or falls with 



leadership.” 

“With this thinking. Dr. Webb 
has invested in growing a district of 
leaders whom he believes will 
impact the overall student achieve- 
ment in our schools.” Watson said. 

Floyd County has improved from 
a 2005 ranking of 145 th among Ken- 
tucky public school districts to 52nd 
in 2013. This year, Floyd County 
ranks among the top 10 districts 
statewide for growth in college and 
career readiness. ACT scores are at 
all-time highs and the district’s grad- 
uation rate ranks 32nd statewide. 

Watson said student attendance 
has also improved and that Webb

The company will instead 
recover part of the costs 
through an asset transfer rider 
that will be applied to cus- 
tomer’s bills beginning Jan. 
1,2014. 

According to a press 
release issued by Kentucky 
Power, there will be a net 
increase of approximately 5 
percent. According to its cal- 
culations, that means a resi- 
dential customer using 1 ,374 
kilowatt hours of electricity 
will see a net increase of 
$6.70 per month. 

Kentucky Power had pre- 
viously asked for $114 mil- 
lion over existing rates and 
sought a general rate increase 
for customers of about 23 
percent, but agreed to with- 
draw the case when the PSC

biggest drug dealers, accord- 
ing to court records. 

In August, Atkins ordered 
Kline to remain detained until 
his scheduled trial, ruling that 
he was a danger to society. 

“The nature and circum- 
stances of the offense charged 
suggest the Defendant is a 
danger,” Atkins wrote in his 
order. “. . . (Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives) Special Agent 
Ronald Sabotchick testified 
that there are audio and/or 
video recordings of numerous 
controlled buys by confiden- 
tial informants from the 
Defendant. Further, during the 
controlled buy immediately 
preceding his arrest, the 
Defendant possessed and 
brandished a loaded firearm, 
bragging that he had used the 
weapon to kill another person. 
Additionally, Special Agent 



approved a stipulated settle- 
ment agreement on the 
Mitchell Transfer case Oct. 
14. 

As part of the settlement 
agreement, Kentucky Power 
will freeze current base rates. 

“Withdrawing this case is 
something we committed to 
do when we accepted the 
stipulated settlement agree- 
ment back in October,” Ken- 
tucky Power managing direc- 
tor and regulatory and finance 
representative Ranie 
Wohnhas, said. “Now that all 
Commission-related appeals 
have been exhausted, the 
company filed its request to 
withdraw the base rate case 
Nov. 19.” 

Under the stipulation and 
settlement agreement 
approved by the PSC, Ken- 
tucky Power is obligated to 



Sabotchick testified that the 
Defendant plotted with the 
ATF’s confidential informant 
to acquire explosives, intend- 
ing to kill or severely injure a 
suspected confidential infor- 
mant for the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office in order to 
prevent her from testifying 
against him.

Further, Spe- 
cial Agent Sabotchick testified 
that the Defendant told the 
ATF confidential informant 
that he was involved in or 
responsible for the murder of 
four (4) individuals. The 
nature and circumstances of 



seek commission approval to 
convert Unit 1 at its Big San- 
dy Plant in Lawrence County 
to natural gas generation.

“It is outside the scope of 
the rehearing statue and can- 
not now be considered on 
rehearing. It is therefore 
ordered that the AG’s petition 
for rehearing is denied,” the 
PSC said. 



the alleged offenses suggest 
that the Defendant poses a risk 
of danger.” 

The order said the plan to 
plant the explosives on the 
Johnson County informant’s 
car “involved having the 
explosives planted and 
remotely detonated by a third 
party while the Defendant and 
the ATF confidential infor- 
mant travel out of state in 
order to establish alibis.” 

Atkins found that “there 
exist no combination of condi- 
tions that will reasonably 
assure the safety of any other 
person and the community.” 

The judge ordered that 
Kline be committed to the 
custody of the attorney gener- 
al or a designated representa- 
tive for “confinement in a cor- 
rections facility separate, to 
the extent practicable, from 
persons awaiting or serving 
sentences or held in custody 
pending appeal.” 



Lawrence County Attor- 
ney Mike Hogan also filed a 
request with the PSC request- 
ing a rehearing and said he 
has not yet received any 
response. 

Hogan said previously 
that if the PSC denies his 
request for a rehearing, he 
will follow up with a lawsuit 
in Franklin Circuit Court. 

Conway has also said that 
he will probably file an 
appeal in Franklin Circuit 
Court.

driven by Dorothy Edwards, 
42, of Blaine, who was travel- 
ing east on Rt.

Neither Jude nor Tackett 
was wearing a seatbelt, the 
release said, and both were 
ejected from the vehicle. 
Tackett was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Officials said Edwards 
was trapped inside her vehicle 
and had to be extricated. 

Jude and Edwards were 
flown to Cabell-Huntington 
Hospital for treatment of inju- 
ries suffered in the collision. 

Also assisting the Law- 
rence County Sheriff’s Office 
at the scene were the Low- 
mansville and Cherryville fire 
department and NetCare 
Ambulance Service. 

The crash is under investi- 
gation.

KLINE; Johnson man to 
be rearraigned on charges 
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Court denies rehearing 
for death row inmate

FRANKFORT - The 
Kentucky Supreme Court 
Thursday denied a rehearing 
for an Eastern Kentucky death 
row inmate. 

The court denied a petition 
for rehearing filed by Donald 
Herb Johnson, who lost an 
appeal before the court in 
September. 

In that ruling, the Supreme 
Court affirmed a lower court 
decision that said Johnson 
failed to prove that his guilty 
plea in Floyd Circuit Court to 
murder and other charges was 
coerced. 

Johnson, 46, entered a 
conditional guilty plea in 
1994 to murder, first-degree 
burglary and two counts of 
first-degree sexual abuse in 
the November 1989 death of 
Helen Madden, who was 
“beaten, stabbed, mutilated 
and tortured to death in the 
supply storage room of the 
Laundromat where she 
worked” in Hazard, according 
to the court ruling. 

The prosecution sought 
the death penalty for Johnson 
and asked that he be sen- 
tenced by a jury. Johnson 
opposed the request, asking 
that the special Judge, John 
David Caudill, sentence him. 

“Though he did not raise 
the issue at that time, Johnson 
now claims that he was 
induced to enter the guilty 
plea by a promise from Judge 
Caudill to give him less than 
the death penalty and his law- 
yer’s threat to withdraw from 
the representation,” the 



Supreme Court said. “On an 
interlocutory appeal, this 
Court held that the prosecu- 
tion ‘can insist on jury-recom- 
mended sentencing over a 
defendant’s objection.’ The 
case was remanded for a jury 
sentencing hearing.” 

After the case was remand- 
ed, Johnson wanted to with- 
draw his guilty plea, but the 
motion was denied. A few 
months before the sentencing 
hearing in 1997, Johnson’s 
attorneys withdrew from the 
case, claiming to “have been 
ineffective by failing to advise 
Johnson that he could have 
entered into a conditional 
guilty plea and that he had the 
right to a speedy trial.” 

A new attorney was 
appointed, and he argued at 
the sentencing hearing that 
the former lawyers “led him 
(Johnson) to believe the judge 
had either agreed to or in 
some way indicated that he 
would give Johnson life with- 
out the possibility of parole 
for 25 years (LWOP 25) 
instead of death,” the ruling 
said. 

The new attorney succeed- 
ed in getting the prosecution 
to agree to Johnson’s being 
sentenced by Caudill, who 
sentenced Johnson to death. 
The Supreme Court later 
upheld the sentence. 

Johnson then filed a 
motion with Caudill “collater- 
ally attacking his sentence 
and conviction,” arguing, 
among other things, that his 
guilty plea should be set aside 
as involuntary because he was 
“under the belief that the trial 
judge had agreed to sentence 
him to life without parole for

STANVILLE - Authorities 
are investigating two armed 
robberies that occurred last 
week in Eloyd County. 

The first robbery was 
Thursday at Cardinal Country 
Store in Stanville. The inci- 
dent occurred at 1:45 a. m., and 
an employee of the business 
confronted the unidentified 
male, removing the bandana 
he was wearing so his face 
could be seen, according to 
Kentucky State Police at 
Pikeville. 

According to a KSP press 
release, troopers responded to 
the scene and began a canvas 
of the area in an attempt to 
locate the unidentified male, 
but were unsuccessful in 
locating him. 

Officials said in the release 
that the unidentified male 
entered the business, bran- 



dished a weapon and demand- 
ed money. The employee then 
confronted the male and 
removed the bandana, expos- 
ing his face. 

The robbery remains under 
investigation by KSP Det. 
William Petry. 

Past Lane at Eastern was 
hit by two robbers Priday at 
10:29 p.m. Information 
obtained at the scene said two 
unidentified men entered the 
business, brandished weapons 
and demanded money, then 
fled the scene on foot with an 
undisclosed amount of cash 
and cigarettes. 

The incident is under 
investigation by KSP Det. 
Tony Tackett.

in at the prison from July 1 to 
July 6 of this year. 

Charges against Boyce and 
Epperson were dismissed in 
October on the recommenda- 
tion of federal prosecutors, 
who entered a plea agreement 
with Lee Thursday after filing 
a criminal information against 
him. 

The plea agreement says 
Lee spoke by telephone with 
Epperson on several occasions 
from July 3 to July 6, agreeing 
that “she would obtain heroin 
and then provide it to him 
when she visited him on July 
6 .” 

“During these conversa- 
tions, the Defendant not only 
instructed Epperson as to 



where to obtain the heroin, but 
subsequently confirmed that 
Epperson had obtained the 
heroin, that she traveled to 
Kentucky to visit him, and that 
she had prepared it so that she 
could pass it to him in the visi- 
tation room without detection,” 
the agreement says. “Epperson 
did as she and the Defendant 
had agreed, however, when she 
arrived at USP Big Sandy, she 
changed her mind and left the 
heroin in her vehicle, where it 
was later discovered by Bureau 
of Prisons officials.” 

The plea agreement recom- 
mends an additional 37-month 
sentence for Lee to be served 
consecutively with his current 
prison term. 

Sentencing is scheduled for 
March 11,2014. 
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twenty-five years,” 
Supreme Court said. 

The motion also included 
numerous allegations of a 
“secret deal,” the court said. 

Caudill denied the motion 
without holding an evidentia- 
ry hearing. The court ruled 
that Caudill erred for not con- 
ducting a hearing and sent the 
case back to Eloyd Circuit 
Court for a hearing on the 
matter. Caudill was disquali- 
fied from presiding over the 
proceedings because he would 
be a witness. 

Special Judge Eddy Cole- 
man held “a multiple-day evi- 
dentiary hearing over the 
course of several months 
exploring what exactly trans- 
pired in the time leading up to 
Johnson’s guilty plea,” the 
Supreme Court’s ruling said. 

“Eourteen witnesses testi- 
fied at the hearing,” the ruling 



said. “Among them were 
Johnson, various members of 
his defense team. Judge Cau- 
dill, and several members of 
the judge’s staff, including his 
former court reporter and law 
clerk.” 

Eollowing the hearing, 
Coleman concluded that 
Johnson “was not promised a 
life sentence in exchange for a 
guilty plea by the trial judge 
or anyone else” and that there 
was “simply no credible evi- 
dence to find otherwise.” He 
also found that Johnson’s for- 
mer attorney did not threaten 
to withdraw if Johnson 
refused to plead guilty. 

The Supreme Court upheld 
Coleman’s decision in Sep- 
tember, saying that the judge’s 
findings “are supported by 
substantial evidence and 
therefore are not clearly erro- 
neous.”

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Jan. 11, 
2011, Meek and Roman, act- 
ing alone or in complicity 
with each other, allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully 
trafficked in 2.64 grams of a 
schedule II controlled sub- 
stance, cocaine. 

• Michael Wallace Salyers, 
26, of Thelma, charged with 
second-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Sept. 29, 
2011 , Salyers allegedly know- 
ingly and unlawfully traf- 
ficked in 30 dosage units of a 
schedule III controlled sub- 
stance, Hydrocodone. 

• Jessica Penticuff, 33, of 
Paintsville, charged with sec- 
ond-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Sept. 16, 
Penticuff allegedly trafficked 
in 40 dosage units of a sched- 
ule III controlled substance, 
Hydrocodone. 

• Jennifer D. Harris, 31, of 
Inez, and Kristen A. Shoptaw, 
32, of Tomahawk, charged 
with first-degree trafficking in 
a controlled substance/com- 
plicity and theft by unlawful 
taking under $500/complicity. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Sept. 9, 
Harris and Shoptaw, alone or 
in complicity with each other, 
allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully trafficked less than 
10 units of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance. Oxycodone, 
and unlawfully took $200 
from a cooperating witness 
working with the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

• Billy J. Collins worth, 41 , 
of Salyers ville, charged with 
two counts of theft by decep- 
tion over $500. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Sept. 14, 
Collins worth allegedly passed 
two checks on a closed check- 
ing account at Premier Auto 
Sales for the amount of $ 1 ,000 
each, with the intent to 
deceive and defraud. 

• Zachary Jude, 27, of Sit- 
ka, and Donald Davis, 40, of 
Hager Hill, charged with 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine/complicity; second- 
degree persistent felony 
offender and possession/use 
drug paraphernalia/complici- 
ty. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before July 30, 
Jude and Davis, acting alone 
or in complicity with each 
other, knowingly and unlaw- 
fully manufactured metham- 
phetamine or with the intent 
to manufacture methamphet- 
amine was in possession of 
two or more chemicals or two 
or more items of equipment 
for the manufacture of meth- 
amphetamine. Both are previ- 
ously convicted felons and 
were also in possession of an 
altered light bulb, according 
to the indictment. 

• David Blevins Jr., 35, of 
Staffords ville; Kendra Wells, 
24, of Paintsville; Sara Den- 
nison, 22, of Boons Camp; 
and Shyla Selvage, 18, of an 
unknown address, charged 
with manufacturing metham- 
phetamine/firearm enhance- 
ment/complicity and first- 
degree possession of a con- 
trolled substance. 

Blevins is additionally 
charged with second-degree 
fleeing and evading police 
and violation of a Kentucky 
DVO/EPO. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Aug. 14, 
Blevins, Wells, Dennison and 
Selvage, acting alone or in 
complicity with each other, 
knowingly and unlawfully 
manufactured methamphet- 
amine or with the intent to 
manufacture methamphet- 
amine. They were also in pos- 
session of two or more chemi- 
cals or two or more items of 
equipment for the manufac- 
ture of methamphetamine 
while in the possession of a 
firearm and were also in pos- 
session of methamphetamine. 

Blevins allegedly fled by 
knowingly and unlawfully 
disobeying deputies with the 
Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office’s orders to stop and 
violated the provisions of an 



order issued pursuant KRS 
403.175 to 403.785 with 
which he has been served or 
given notice. 

• Paul Daniels, 39, of Hag- 
er Hill, charged with first- 
degree possession of a con- 
trolled substance and posses- 
sion of drug paraphernalia. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Oct. 15, 
Daniels allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully possessed 
methamphetamine and know- 
ingly and unlawfully had in 
his possession items used in 
the consumption of metham- 
phetamine, namely a modified 
glass tube used as a pipe and a 
light bulb. 

• Ronald L. Ward, 34, of 
Tutor Key, charged with theft 
of services. 

According to the indict- 
ment, from Sept. 13, 2011 
through Nov. 8, Ward alleg- 
edly intentionally obtained 
services by deception, false 
token or other means to avoid 
payment for services known 
to be available only for com- 
pensation, namely $4,760.94 
worth of services from Big 
Sandy RECC. 

• Jeffrey Earl Blair, 36, of 
Stambaugh, charged with sec- 
ond-offense unlawful posses- 
sion of methamphetamine 
precursor; possession/use of 
drug paraphernalia and first- 
degree persistent felony 
offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Oct. 23, 
Blair allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully was in possession 
of Sudafed (pseudoephedrine) 
and red phosphorous, with the 
intent to use these drug prod-
